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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submitted arguments without amending 
the claims; however, the argument is not convincing. One of the applicant's argument is that the finality is improper because a new 
rejection was made for the claim 35 not necessitated by an amendment. New rejection was not made for claim 35 in the office action dated 
06/24/2009. The rejection was not properly recorded in the previous office action dated 12/02/2008. In that office action dated 12/02/2008, 
Claim 35 was rejected as being unpatentable over Watari, modified by Sawada, and Motomura in view of Fukuda because the claim 35 
depends on claim 1 8 that was rejected as being unpatentable over Watari in view of Sawada, and Motomura. In the write up of the office 
action dated 12/02/2008, the rejection for claim 35 left out the Motomura reference. Examiner noticed this error in the earlier action, and 
made the correction in the final office action dated 06/24/2009. Thus adding Motomura was not a "new rejection," but correcting an obvious 
mistake. In addition. Examiner maintains the same rejection elaborated in the final action. 
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
